LIT/TLE ROCK (AP) - Surveys 


by Army Engineers have turned 
up fallout 
shelter buildings for 


only 279,007 of the stale's 1,78.272 
population. 


And they have received permis- 


sion 
to use only 15 of the 
78 


structures, which leaves the state 
public shelter buildings for only 
152,591 persons. 


The 513 buildings on which no 


permits have been received in- 
clude 182 buildings scattered over 
the state, 310 earth-covered stor- 
age igloos at the old Shumaker 
Naval Ordnance Depot -and 21 ig- 
los at the Maumel'le Ordnance 
works. 


There are, however, 
enough 


caves, mines and tunnels suitable 
for shelters to accomodate 315,23 
persons. Nearly all the caves and 
mines are in the sparsely popu- 
lated hills of North Arkansas. 


Owners have signed permits for 


15 buildings, and shelter signs 
now are being placed on them. 


To be suitable for a public fall
